CRIMINAL POISONING IN 
HONGKONG, 


LECTURE BY UR W..E, CROW. | 

This afternoon, Mr W. 15. Crow, Govera- 
met Analyyt, gave a lecture to the ‘Old | 
Volumes’ on the subjest of ‘Criminal, 
Poisoning in Hongkong,’ There was a goud | 
attendance of members, ‘The Hon. HW. E, 
Pollock, Acting Attorney Goneral, presided, | 

Mr Grow snid—Among the more scrioua / 
criminal oota there is perhaps no’ ofuneg 
whioh excites grenter interest ia tho minds 
of the publio and to which the resourece 
of s¢iance are more strenuously applied by 
the authoritics, in order fo bring the offender 
to justice, than thot of criminal poisoning. 

The subject of poisoning generally natural- 

. ly divides iteclf into two hoada: — , 

1. The self administration of poison either 
by misadventure or for the purpose of suicide, 

2, The administrativun of poison to any 
other porson with intent (a) to iujuro, 
aggrievo or annoy such porson (misdemeounys); 
(2) to endanger the lifa uf such person of 86 
ae thereby to infliot upon such porson any 
grievons bollily harm {éeloay); (2) to enable |

Firat, with regard to accidental and ani. 
‘oidal poisoning. So far a6 the Chineao aro 
concerned thers isvaly ono agent used by 
evicides, viz.-Opium, in tho form of the 
Rquoons extract in almost general use by the 
Chinese for smoking. Theso caace present 
but fow features, of. interest to. either the: 
public or the medical or chemical jurist. 
Inthe majority of instanses such a urge 
doso of the drug is taken that it is raro 
indeed for a life to be saved, Moreover 
owing to the soparifio effect of the poigun it | 
ip seldom that suspicion ia aroused before the 
subjeot is beyond all medical aid. 

Deaths or injury from pvisouing by mis- 
adventure have happily been very infrequent 
and have been confined to wembers of tho 
foreign community. Carbolie acid—imbibed 
in mistake for Port wine ; Chloral—an over- 
dose véasleoping draught ; and Atropine, the 
active principle of Belladouna ond allicd 
plants, ara the chief ogeuts whish have beca 
detected in tho Government Laboratory ia 
conneotion with investigations conducted by 
Her Majesty's Coroner. 

Coming now (o tho oritees falling ander 
tho second hending wa approach a subject at: 
once intensely interesting not only to the 
medical and chemiool oxpert but alsa to 
officers of the detective scrvive and to tho 
geseral public, It iv-u singular fact, and ia 
thooyea of the public « matter for congratula. 
fion, thatthe rango of the criminal mind in 
civilised and scmi-civilised countries, as 
regarda the number of availablo or suituble 
poisonous agonts, iaa very limited one, Tha 
statiotics of erimo compiled ia Great Britain 
affurd a very good illustration of this.

ruus aa folluws A Chiocse tarbor in 
good health, tut old and a mmic, soon 
after the begimuing of his evening wel, 
felt hiraselé getting giddy, aud short y 
afterwards hetume unconecious.

At about 6 a.m, on the &:h of May 1883, 
twy adult females (Ch.) and an adult malo 
ACh.) wers brought by the Police to the 
Civil Hospital suffering from a mydriatic 
poison. As tho police version of the affair 
was go confusing, it waa decided to defer 
making euquiries, until the pationts had so 
far recovered as to be uble to remerober tho 
early details of the cccurrence. Oa the 
morniug of their discharge from the Hoa- 
pital, the older of, the women stated, that 
about tax o'clock on the night of the 7th, 
sho saw the third pationt puta small bundle 
iuto the utensil which contoiued the evcn- 
ing moal, When aho enquired why ho 
did this, he replied that is was good 
medicine, Later on, she saw him remove 
the bnodiy, aud observed that de threw tb 
into a corner of the kitchen, Tho woman, 
who gavo her evidence in.a very straight. 
forward and intellient manner, was re- 
quested to proceed at once to her home, 
make a carefal search for the supposed 
drag and bring it at once tu the Civil Hos- 
pital. In half au hour sho roturnd, bearing 
an her hand a bundle of flowors, which, 
although somewhat mangled, were easily 
recognized aa those of Datitra alba.

DETAILS OF THE ACCIDENT, 


Shanghai, April 10, 

People were somewhat surprised yesterday 
morning to sca the U.N. Co.'s steamer Pekin 
(1,274 tons) partly alongside the Ewe Jetty 
and ler slera high wad dry on the Publio 
Garden fronlage, her foro-part being pretly 
well submerged. Aflor seeing thia they 
were nut much astonished, on boarding her 
from the Jetty, to ind a large hole about, 
fifty fect from the atem on the port site 
abuut fifteen fect wido neuching perpendi- 
oulurly from her upperworks down to within 
a few plates from ber keel, The fore-hold 
was full of wuter, and the. cargo in that port 
af tha ship wus completely submerged. Tho 
pontoon of the Ewo Jetty hod been caught 
under the ship's guard agg wos damaged, 
while a large eargu-boat was imprisuned 
between the hull of the Pei and the 
-uhore, The otugs of the Pela being in 
this awkward end unfortunate position 
was that a collision hod taken placo botween 
her and the Norwegian steamer Normandie, 
Capl. Berg. She is a vessel of 628 tong, 
and her agents ara Messra, Melohers & Co, 
According to what we can glean, the col- 
lision occurred ubsut 5.45 aim, The Pectin 
was inward-bound frum Ningpo, while the 
Normeodie waa outward-bound, and just 
after tho latter steamer had rounded tho 
Pootung Paint ste found herself approach. 
ing tho steamor Pekin, ao she blew two blasta 
of her whiutle: it meana * Lam directing wy 
course to port.’ She ported ber helm which 
took her jato the ‘ chow-chow? water, when 
the eross tide suddynly durnéd her head and 
the collision folluwed. Tho Fehin- con- 
menecd to fill rapidly, and Capt: Downie, 
with all biy wits abuut him, beached her 
where wo fudnd her yeaterdoy morning,-
